WHEAT FARMER 
TO VOTE MAY 31 
ON MART QUOTAS 


Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture to Proclaim 
Referendum 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, May 2—Pennsylvania 
wheat farmers, along w ith others in 
the nation, will vote on establish­ 
m ent of wheat m arketing quotas, to 
meet the loss of export market*, im ­ 
posed by the war, on May 31. 
Claude W ickard, secretary of ag­ 
riculture, is expected 
to 
proclaim 
the referendum im m ediately after 
May 15. Under the federal agricul­ 
tural adjustm ent act, he is empow­ 
ered to call for the vote of m arket­ 
ing quotas when it is apparent by 
th a t date that the total w heat pro­ 
duction for the year will exceed a 
normal year’s dem and by more than 
35 per cent. 


The state agricultural conserva­ 
tion committee h as been informed 
th a t the output for I£41-42 will ap­ 
proximate 1,100 000.000 to 1,200,000,- 
000 bushels. 
Resolution In Congress 
Tile normal dom estic dem and is 
625,000,000 bushels and exports nor­ 
mally take another 100.000.000, the 
committee said. The la tte r m arkets 
have been seriously curtailed by the 
war. 
A resolution now is in 
congress. 
but has not been acted upon, to de­ 
term ine who shall vote on the quo 
tas—whether growers of IO acres or 
15 acres, for instance. 
If tw o-thirds of the farm ers vote 
for the establishm ent 
of 
quotas, 
then all commercial w heat farm ers 
will be required to abide by them. 
In the event the referendum 
is 
against the quotas, th e growers m ay 
raise as much w heat as they see fit, 
but the federal 
governm ent 
will 
grant no loans on it. 
In case the 
vote 
carries, 
each 
farm er will raise his “usual” or “al­ 
lotted” acreage of w heal—but if he 
inadvertently exceeds th a t am ount, 
he may place it under sealed stor 
age and borrow m oney from the 
government on it. The stored w heat 
is released later when the govern-

Another Federal Policy 
Another direct result of the war 
Is 
the 
governm ent’s 
newly 
a n ­ 
nounced policy for stepping up pro­ 
duction of such 
items 
as 
hogs, 
dairy, poultry and tom ato products. 
Instead of a program of scarcity, 
which has been criticized by many 
farm ers in th e past few years, the 
governm ent now is promoting the 
opposite policy on those 
products, 
because of the lease-lend 
bill 
by 
which G reat B ritain and other de­ 
m ocracies m ay obtain food products. 
Such articles as canned 
tom ato 
pulp, evaporated milk, butter, dried 
eggs, canned chicken, etc., will be 
in increasing dem and for shipm ent 
to beleaguered 
democracies, 
the 
state agricultural conservation com­ 
m ittee explains. 
In order to prom ote the output of 
such commodities, the surplus m ar­ 
keting adm inistration is “support­ 
ing” the prices on them 
by 
p ur­ 
chases in a program which extends 
to June 30, 1943. 
Nations Need O ur Food 
For example, the adm inistration 
will pay wholesale prices of $9 per 
IOO pounds on hogs, 31 
cents 
a 


pound on butter, 15 cents a pound 
for canning chickens, 22 
cents 
a 
dozen for eggs. Dairy products are 
geared to butter prices so will m ain­ 
tain com parable levels. 
As 
one 
committee 
spokesman 
explained: 
“These nations need food 
from 
the U nited States. 
To give it to 
them we m ust stim ulate production 
in these item s. 
At the same time, 
the lines will be held on such su r­ 
plus crops as wheat, com, cotton 
and tobacco.”

Organism Causing Milk to 
Sour Appear in Cream 


S tate College, Pa.. May 2—Ivu>r«- 
th an 90 per cent of the organism-. 
which cai use milk to sour are pretty 
sure to be found after 12 hours cool­ 
ing in the top or cream layer, Dr. 
T. G. Anderson, assistant professor 
of bacteriology- a t the Pennsylvania 
S tate College, said today. 
One explanation is th a t the bac­ 
teria are “taken for a ride” to the 
surface by the fat globules as they 
rise through the 
milk. 
However, 
another reason noted by Dr. An­ 
derson in a study of milk cooling as 
ccrried out on most farm s was the 
slowness with which the top layer 
cools in the 10-gallon cans usually- 
used. 
Setting tile cans in tanks of well 
w ater was found not to be an ef­ 
fective method of milk cooling. O r­ 
ganism s increased in num ber from 
20 to more th an 80 times overnight 
in milk cooled in this m anner, and 
milk th a t was bacteriologically’ 
of 
high grade was reduced to an infer­ 
ior product. 
A report of these in­ 
vestigations is contained in Bulle­ 
tin 404 published by the 
Agricul­ 
tural Experim ent Station 
of 
the 
college. 
Electrical refrigeration, such as 
is used on many dairy farm s, is a 
satisfactory way to preserve 
the 
quality of milk, Dr. Anderson found. 
In the m odern electrically-cooled 
cabinets, milk Is rapidly reduced to 
50 degrees Fahrenheit or less, at 
which tem perature the organism s 
cannot multiply and actually may 
be reduced in number. 
T he effect­ 
iveness of a cabinet is increased if 
the w ater used Is agitated during 
the cooling process.

It was with m uch interest th at 
I read the article “The Scotts and 
C unningham s See the Battle", in 
a recent issue of T he Gettysburg 
Times.

T he study was prom pted by sev­ 
eral dem ands in the legislature, In 
the form of bills and resolutions, to 
“liberalize’’ state subsidies for th e 
aged. 
Tile state, by regulation of the 
public assistant board, now pays up 
! to $30 a m onth in this form of aid. 
T he 
federal government m atches 
the state grants. There are approxi­ 
m ately 100,000 cases on the old age 
assistance rolls receiving $2,193,937 
a m onth. 
Legislative leaders have not in- 
! dicated w hether any efforts would 
be m ade to Increase the m axim um 
benefits though the senate killed in 
com m ittee one m easure to provide 
$60 a m onth for persons over OO 
years of age. 
Moomaw’s Explanation 
P aul C. Moomaw, director of the 
joint state governm ent commission, 
research body for the assembly, said 
the inquiry developed: 
T h a t the state pays out an aver­ 
age of $21.87 a m onth for each case. 
Sixteen per cent of the total receive 
the top, $30; 22 per cent get be­ 
tween $25 and 30;
